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REMARKS 

Qaims 1-7 are cuirently under consideration in this case. The September 1 1. 2007, 
Office action rejected claims 1-7 under 35 USC 101 as claiming the same invention Is claims 
1-6 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,966^01. In view of the remarks presented in this paper, 
reconsideration of tlie application is lespectfully requested. 

In die September 11, 2007, Office action, the Examiner recognized that 35 USC 101 
prohibits the granting of more than one patent for the "same invention." which means an 
invention drawn to "identical subject matter." For the foUowing reasons, reconsideration and 
withdrawal of these §101 rejections are respectfully requested. 

Applicants respectfaUy submit that the claims of the present application are not drawn 
to tiie same invention as prior U.S. Patent No. 6,966.301; the claims of the present application 
are drawn to subject matter that is not identical to prior U.S. Patent No. 6.966,301. More 
specifically, each claim of the present application differs from each claim of prior U.S. Patent 
No. 6,966,301. 

Claim 1 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,966,301 claims "An accumulator fuel system for 
an internal combustion engine having a plurality of engine cylinders, the fuel system 
including: a plurality of injectors, each of which is airanged to deliver fuel to an associated 
one of the engine cylinders; a rocker shaft upon which a plurality of mrirpr ^k.^ o«. 
pivotally mounted, wherein one rocker member is airanged to control one or more inlet 
and/or exhaust valves of an associated engine cylinder, an accumulator fuel volume 
integrated within the rocker shaft for supplying high pressure ftiel to the iiluralitvnf 
iniectors; wherein the accumulator fuel volume is airanged to supply fuel at a fh« ptessme 
level tothepmralityofiniVrtors and wherein each injector i.. abated with , nn^j ,^^ 
£ie>nent for pressurising fuel to a second pressure level which is higher dian the first pressure 
level pumpinp elemPnt drivfi. bv another mcU.. ^«r,t^^ » (emphasis added). 

Conttaiiwise, claim 1 of the present application recites "An accumulator fuel system 
for an internal combustion engine having a plurality of engine cylinders, the fuel system 
comprising: a plurality of im'ectors, each of which is arranged to supply f oel to an associated 
one of the engine cylinders, a rocker shaft upon which a rocker m^n.h.r ic pivotally 
mounted, wherein the rocker member is arranged to control one or more inlet and/or e^chaust 
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valves of an associated engine cylinder, an accumulator fuel volume integrated within the 
rocker shaft for supplying high pressure fuel to one or n.n». „i„»h^ m^ ....^ 
wherem the accumulator fuel volume is arranged to supply fuel at a first pressure level to one 
o miore of the phiraJlty of f ,,|mnr^ and wherein each Injector i».i,^Ha^ ^ p ^p.,^ 
^Sffifint for pressurising fuel to a second ptessure level higher than the first pressure level " 
(emphasis added). While claims 1^ of prior U.S. Patent No. 6.966.301 require that a

present appUcation require that only a rocker member be pivotally mounted (i,e.. reading 
bteially on a single rocker member). Qaims 1-4 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6.966,301 do not 
In addition, while claims 1-4 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,966.301 require that high pressure 
fuel be supplied to the plurality of li^tertortr and that each mjector is asso^taLHitt a 
pumping element, claims 1-6 of the present application allow that high ptessme fuel be 
supplied to o ne or more of the plurality of mjecto«. and claims 1-6 require *at each injector 
indudes a pumping element. IMrdier still, while claims 1-4 of prior U.S.PatentNo. 
6,966.301 require du« d.e pumping element be driven by anoAer rocker member, claims 1-6 
of the present application do notmcite any such requirement TTius, each of claims 1^ of the 
present application are drawn to subject matter that is not identical to any of claims M of 
prior U.S. Patent No. 6,966,301. 

Qaims 1-6 of the present application require tihat the fuel system comprise a phmUity 
of injectors. Claim 5 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6.966.301, however, is satisfied when a fuel 
system comprises atleagtoK mjector. Claims 1-6 require that the accumulator fuel volume 
be integrated within the rocker shaft Accordingly, claims 1-6 of the present application are 
drawn to subject matter that is not identical to clatoi 5 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,966,301. 

Clahns 5 and 6 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6.966.301 require d^t a fuel system 
comprisesayeast^i„jec,x,r.whichreadsUteral]yonasmgleh.j^ Claims l-6of the 
present application, however, require that the fuel system comprise aplurailtv of injectors 
whichdoesnotreadlitemllyonasingleinjector. Claims 5 and 6 of prior U.S. Patent No ' 
6,966.301 require additional pumping elements driver, bv n r..n«>H.. 
Qamrs 1-6 of the presenr appUcation. however, do not recite any requiremeats constraining 
how any pumping elements are to be driven. Accordingly, claims 1-6 of the present 
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application a« drawn to «ul^t matter that is rK>t identicd to eit^^^ 
pnor U.S. Patent No. 6,966,301. 

AS mentioned above, claims 1- 6 of prior US. Patent No. 6.966.301 all recite vaiying 
..qoi^^ments directed tohowapti^^ingelemcntis to be driven. For^^^^^^ 
Prior U.S. Patent No. 6.966,301 ^uire that the punning element be driven by ^^^^^ 
men*er. Clainu 5 and 6 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6.966,301 requi. tf^t ch^ 
be dnven by a xespecUve ^cker member. Contrariwise, claim 7 of d« present application 
does not impose any requirement regarding how a pumping el^t is to be driven 

Accordingly.claim7of the p^sent application is drawntosubject matter that is notident^^ 
to any of claims 1^ of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,966.301. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of these rejections of claims 1-7 are requested.
